There is a longing in the heart of 
humanity that*God alone can satisfy.

We find that we are living in taber- 
nacles that wear out and decay. They 
are subject to rents and even death 
abd as we grow older in years it takes 
more rest for the body. When we 
were children we could rest in a few 
moments but as the years go by it 
takes longer and is not satisfying. 
If we should live to a great age there 
will come a time when there will be 
no position that we may resort to that 
we may find rest. Think of a man 
after he has spent his life, and years 
bas brought him to the end and he 
is tired and worn out, he cannot sleep 
nor eat, or even find a restful position, 
growing weaker each moment, and 
worst of all, he has not the sweet as- 
surance of knowing that all is well 
with his soul, no hope for the beyond. 
It is a sad picture and hundreds and 
thousands are meeting it year by year.

Many 
times I have gone to church all tired 
out after having worked hard all day, 
and after reaching the place and hear- 
ing a few inspiring songs and pray- 
ers, that tired feeling would be gone 
and I would feel refreshed.

On Friday morning, July 26th, we 
stopped at the beautiful City os Fun- 
chal, which is the principai port of 
Madeira Island.

As we came into the church we 
were shown the beautiful gold and 
Silver ornaments and they were cer- 
tainly pretty. I was made to ask my- 
self, “From whence came all these 
riches of the church?” Then came the 
answer, “The church is the cause of all 
this poverty.” Wherever Catholicism 
is the predominating religion, there 
is a state of ignorance, illiteracy, and 
pauperism. Just to the left about mid- 
way of the church is the tomb of the 
last emperor of Hungary, the unlucky 
Charles. We knew that he was ban- 
ished here and died in 1922 but never 
thought ,of seeing his tomb. 

From the church we went to the 
beautiful hotel, Belmont, for luncheon 
and it was certainly great, even tho 
it differed very much from the food 
we have at home. 

Immediately aiter lunciieon we des- 
cended the mountain in a toboggan to 
which a rope was tied and a _ poor 
native ran himself almost to death try- 
ing to keep us in the road. The ride 
was wonderful but I don’t want an- 
other at the expense of my fellowman. 

This island ssouid perhaps be calleu 
“The Land of Tips.” We stopped in the 
Street to take the picture of a pack 
train. The driver stopped the mules 
for us and then held out his hand for 
a tip. Once the wind blew my hat off, 
a man picked it up for me and then 
held out his hand for a tip. And so 
it is in everything, if one asks the 
direction to a place, a tip is expected. 

It seems that I should mention one 
more thing. This is the home of the 
famous wine. It is sold in every shop 
in Funchal and we believe is drunk 
by the most of the natives. A man will 
work all day for fifty cents and spend 
twenty-five cents of it for wine. We
